food aid needs direction

specialist and Director of 
McGill's Centre for Develop- 
_ing. Areas Studies, Warwick 
Armstrong. 

' Armstrong emphasized that 
when you examine the causes 
of hunger it becomes clear why 
so many food aid programs 
are ineffective. 
C9e>'According to Armstrong, 
widespread famine is a 



relatively new phenomenon. 
In the past one-hundred years, 
the previously nomadic 
peoples have lost their flexible 
response to the recurrent 
droughts as they have become 
integrated in the arbitrarily 
designed nation-state system. 
The tribes have been forced to 
adopt monoculture food 
systems, and have abandoned 
the diversification of 
livestock. 

Armstrong added that Ox- 
fam is an organization that 
tries to avoid the bureaucratic 
networks, entanglements, and 
aid distribution problems. He 



also said that Foster Children 
programs do more harm than 
good, as they stir jealousies 
among the left-outs, and 
anyway "individual relief is 
not a good way of solving the 
problem". 

Rather, the best kind of aid 
is specifically directed, grass- 
roots programs to areas of 
need, according to Armstrong. 
Capital, rather than food, 
should be put in the hands of 
.lie in need, in order to 
"train them to become more in- 
dependent. Of course, in 
famine situations, immediate 
food aid should be provided. 



eight years ago and we set up in- 
dependent teaching program- 
mes. The strike may not even 
materialise. In the past, they 
(the union) have had difficulty 
getting them (the interns and 
residents) to work to rule. Our

Cruess said that second and 
third year medical students 
might take over some of. the 
work of the interns and 
residents. For these students, 
Cruess Said the work slowdown 
and planned strike pose an 
"ethical dilcmna" — whether 
to support the strikers, or to in- 
crease their own workload in 
order to provide the best possi- 
ble patient care. 

According to Conway, it 
would be in the interests of the 
students to support the strikers 
"since these students will be in- 
terns in a couple of years, and 
our settlements will be binding 
for them too." Conway also 
had reservations about the ex- 
perience of some of the 
students, as they have only been 
on the wards since January. 

The 650 McGill residents and 
interns voted unanimously to 
begin this work slowdown 



World countries in order to con- 
vince the American people of a 
purported 'communist threat.' 
The U.S. invasion of Grenada is 
just one example of this strategy 
for economic hegemony. 

Although Americans com- 
prise only six per cent of the 
global population, said Chom- 
sky, the U.S. utilizes at least 50 
per cent of the world's 
resources. According to Chom- 
sky, the U.S. conducts massive 
nuclear weapon stockpiling and 
supports brutal military dic- 
tatorships in the Third World to 
"maintain this disparity." 

"In the last analysis, the U.S. 
will have to favour harsh 
military dictatorships in the 
Third World" in order to 
enhance "the existing system of 
power and privilege," said 
Chomsky. 

It is not, says Chomsky, com- 
munism or socialism that 
threatens the United States. 
Rather, countries that choose 
economic and political in- 
dependence — those which do 
not act as slaves to U.S. cor- 
porate interests — endanger the 
•American Way.' 

The Domino Theory, says 
Chomsky, has been used since 
1945 as an unjustified justifica- 
tion for a massive buildup of 
nuclear weapons. The real 
reason for the cold war, he says, 
is the unlimited economic .ex- 
pansion of the United States. 

The threat of nuclear an- 
nihilation would most likely 
originate in the Middle East, 
said Chomsky quoting from a 
leaked Pentagon document 
which stated a nuclear war 
would most inevitably be caused 
by the Middle East conflict and 
that the prospects for peace in 
the region were "extremely 
unlikely." - 

Chomsky said the U.S. was 
"primarily responsible for 
maintaining the tension in the 
area," using Israel as its gen- 
darme. He said Israel is the 
main vehicle through which the 
U.S. can exert its bellicose 
military operations in Third 
World countries. For example, 
Israel has been supplying arms 
and funding to the Contras in 
Nicaragua. 

Meanwhile, said Chomsky, 
the U.S. has made Israel "a 
slave." The U.S., he says, is 
abetting the inevitable collapse 
of the Israeli economy as well as 
the country's "moral degenera- 
tion." • 

It is absurd to claim that 
countries such as Nicaragua 
pose a national security threat 
to the U.S., says Chomsky. 
Nicaragua threatens the U.S.

Sunday Express January 20th 
eaves the McGill Daily , a university 
Newspaper, as the second largest english 
3rint media in Montréal for its frequen- 
y.The Montreal Gazette now has an 
absolute monopoly over com- 
mercial print media in the city. 



It will be very hard for Newswatch to 
maintain credibility as a local TV 
newscast. "Forget quality" Duff said, 
"We're not quality now. People aren't 
going to watch shit." 

CBC Services Regional Director, Ray 
Chaisson was responsible for pinpoin- 
ting the cuts at Montréal' s English Ser- 
vices division. He was given three days 
last November to identify the cuts and 
claims he is trying to find a better solu-_ 
tion for Newswatch. Chaisson contends 
that come April Newswatch will be well- 
financed and staffed. The program's 
employees would probably like to 
believe him, but Chaisson refuses to 
substantiate his assertion before April 
1st. 

"(The Reporters Union has) done a 
good job of confusing everything," he 
said. "I won't

When4he CBC announced its nation- 
wide cuts in November, Newswatch was 
the hardest hit newsroom in the country. 
If ive\ reporters were told that by April 
theytiiight be "redundant", leaving the 
show with 7 journalists, two of whom 
are stationed in Québec City. 
Newswatch will have less news gathering 
staff than CBC news in St. Johns New- 
foundland. 

"Stupid, ridiculous," is how 
Newswatch's assignment editor Jim 
I Duff describes the cuts. "I don't know 
J how were going to do it." Duff said pro- 
f blems with shortage of staff will be com- 
pounded by scheduling difficulties. Of 
the five reporters stationed in Montréal, 
Duff estimates that at best he will have 
two reporters twice a week and three day 
reporters three times a week, because of 
obligatory night and weekend shifts. 
That doesn't take into account holidays 
or special assignments. 

Atypical Newswatch newscast cur- 
rently features about eight local stories, 
as well as some National and Interna- 
tional items. As a general rule each 
reporter is responsible for one story a 
'day. If the cuts take place in April as 
planned, the newscast's quality will 
deteriorate. Individual stories will be 
'more superficial and many local events 
{will simply go uncovered. The emaciated 
Montréal newscasts will be filled out 
'with national stories, usually out of On- 
tario and international items obtained 
from foreign wire services.

In the meantime the staff has been 
presented with a seemingly absurd 
scenario. Almost half of Newswatch's 
reporters . have been axed, yet its 
management has been left intact and the 
show's nine producers haven't been 
touched. 

"Nine producers are too much for 
seven reporters," says Duff. "We don't 
need them!"; 

Several people in Montréal media 
believe the CBC has plans to phase out 
regional newsrooms in favour of large 
centralised staffs in Toronto. According 
to Duff "there is a long term plan to 
phase out the regions, to create regions 
' which have nothing but management." 
The question on many people's minds is 
if the CBC intends to get out of regional 
programming altogether in order to con- 
centrate on network programming, 
which is cheaper. 

This month both the Globe and Mail 
and Robert Fulford, Editor of Saturday 
Night Magazine advised the CBC to get 
out of regional programming. They 
argued the CBC shouldn't worry about 
local news shows when private stations 
handle that function capably enough. 
Instead, they recommended, -it should 
put its money into National programm- 
ing, which, coi neiden tally , is mostly pro- 
duced in Toronto. 

But in Montréal almost everyone 
disagrees. 

"It's not surprising that the call to end 



regional programming is coming from 
Toronto," says Gail Velaskakis, 
Chairperson of Communication Studies 
at Concordia University. 

"What we need is a public inquiry in- 
to public broadcasting. In Montréal 
especially we can't afford to cut off this 
voice." 

Chaisson says he also disagrees with 
those who oppose local programming. 

"I wish people in Toronto would talk 
to people who need regular news to sur- 
vive. Reflecting the country from a 
Toronto point of view is not my idea of 
what the CBC should be doing." 

Alan Dever, the newsroom's union 
respresentative and one of the reporters 
slated to be fired from Newswatch says 
"evidently the CBC doesn't give a damn 
about regional programming. Any waste 
that exists at the CBC is not in the starv- 
ed regions." 

For example, according to Dever, 
there arc five or sue news editors in the 
Radio Canada Network newsroom next 
door who do little but sit and make cof- 
fee all day. 

The clamor on both sides has been so 
loud that CBC president Pierre Juneau 
was forced to clarify his position last 
Thursday in Winnipeg. His understan- 
ding of the CBC's purpose, he said, was 
among other things to expose "to the 
citizens of each region a reflection of 
their own life within their own com- 
munities." 

Actions speak louder than words 
however and although the CBC cuts 
work extensive across the board, what is 
happening to Newswatch seems unusual- 
ly harsh. 

The cuts are especially hard to justify 
in terms of the CBC's mandate to pro- 
mote national unity and protect 
minorities. Montréal's English popula- 
tion is worse served by the CBC than 
many much smaller communities around 
Canada. 

"There should have been the will to 
say minority languages will be 
protected," said Dever. "English Mon- 
tréalers have to ask where they stand in 
the Canadian scheme of things." 

It is possible that Chaisson will indeed 
find an alternative plan. The fact re- 
mains, however, that the cuts will go 
through one way or another. 
Newswatch's competition, CFCF's 
Pulse, has eleven reporters. Some would 
argue that Pulse, which is very popular 
with english Montréalers and even some 
francophones, does a good job of cover- 
ing the city and that we don't -need 
another show. Others point to the 
Gazelle saying it has become a lazy 
newspaper since the demise of the Star 
and a lack of competition could do the 
same to. Pulse. CFCF is also a private 
company owned by francophones. 
Unlike public broadcasting, there is 
always the danger that a change in 
management or in profits could affect 
Pulse's quality or even its existence. 
That possibility seems to be exactly what 
happened to the Sunday Express which 
was owned by the francophone firm, 
Québécor Inc. 

Québécor, a large Montréal-based 
publisher which also publishes the Jour- 
nal de Montréal closed the 15 year old 
Sunday Express on January 20th claim- 
ing continuing losses. 

The newspaper had developed a 
reputation for being a reactionary 
tabloid but in recent years underwent 
major editorial changes which improved 



quality. The Express broke many impor- 
tant Montréal stories during that time 
many which were often later picked up 
by the Gazette and other media. 

The increasing concentration is not 
just a Montréal phenomenon. It's a na- 
tional trend. In the last decade almost 
the entire Canadian newspaper industry 
has been monopolized by the Southam 
and Thompson corporations. Just last 
month the Canadian wire service Cana- 
dian Press took over the smaller United 
Press Canada, the only other Canadian 
wire service. But nowhere has the con- 
centration been more serious than in the 
English média in Québec. English Mon- 
tréal now has a single newspaper, con- 
trolled by outsiders, and might soon 
have only one competent local TV news 
program, owned by francophones. 

Lack of competition tends to lead to 
slackness, incompetence, dull jour- 
nalism and condescension. It can be 
argued that since the Star closed the 
Gazette has not adequately reflected the 
diversity of this province. Newswatch's 
Duff calls it "the Gazette Golf and 
Country Club" because it is "a well- . 
paid fat paper that doesn't tend to cover 
things well." 

The Gazette has it biases but these 
become far less apparent and thus more 
dangerous to readers who have no where 
•else to go for a different perspective. 
Many anglophones have turned to 
french media yet they can't be expected 
to cover many issues important to the 
english community. . 

The prospectives for improvement are 
bleak. After the Star closed the Gazette 
to bought almost all the syndicated 
features available in Montréal, more 
than the paper could possibly use, to 
make it difficult for any other daily 
newspaper to start up. , 

People usually look to the media to 
dig up problems, spark discussion and 
encourage reform. But in Montréal the

Today is a day for lovers.. .but most people seem to send Valen- 
tines to everyone else-mothers, sisters, dogs etc. Once it was a day 
when lovers declared their sometimes secret passion. 

Yet now, Valentine's Day is a commercial wonder — merchants 
and advertisers prey on the concept of guilt. If you don't buy this 
for "your sweetheart" s/he won't love you. The jewellers can induce 
people to purchase $2000 diamond studded heart necklaces, con- 
fectioners offer expensive sweets and chocolates. Then of couse, 
there are the florists, selling roses and carnations by the dozen. Red 
roses have become, de facto, symbolic of true love. 

The day has also spread beyond the boundaries of the traditional 
lovers' holiday to one which encompasses the entire family spec- 
trum, friends and neighbours.

I'm not denying that receiving gifts is always nice but that so- 
meone feels compelled to purchase that something is rather 
disconcerting. 

What makes this media blitz even more bizarre is knowledge of 
the historical roots of Valentine's Day. The original St. Valentine 
was martyred outside the gates of Rome (beaten with clubs then 
beheaded on February 14). However, he was, reportedly, a chaste 
man who was "never concerned with cup ids and hearts or lovers." 

His name was later, for no plausible reason, associated with the 
Roman Spring fesdval of Lupercalia which took place each Feb. 
15. This was the day the birds traditionally began to mate. 

By the middle ages, Valentine's Day was well-established as a day 
on which lovers exchanged tokens. For single niales there was the 
added bonus of choosing, purely by lot, a 'sweetheart'. 

Poet Robert Herrick wrote in 1648 To His Valentine, on St. 
Valentine's Day: 

Oft have .I'heard both youths and virgins say, 
Birds choose their mates, and couple too this day: 
But by their flight I never can divine 
When I shall couple with my Valentine. 

At the same time giving one's lover and written messages or love 
tokens became the medium of expression. Through the centuries 
these gradually became more ornate — handcrafted with lace, and 
embossed decorations. 

By the late nineteenth century however, customs were again 
changing and cruel comic valentines became more common. One 
example from 1850 is: 
Where the wind blows, . 
Thither she goes, 
To nothing at all ever steady, 
If Jack or Joe calls, 
She certainly bawls, 
"My good fellow, HERE, lam ready," 
So madam, just look, what a portrait we view, 
Of a turnabout, wheelabout hussey like you.

A wave of experimental 
music has crashed into the 
Montréal underground scene, 
as evidenced by the groups per- 
forming in two of the city's 
lesser known but most signifi- 
cant clubs: S.O.S. and Bar Le 
Bruit Court. 

At the S.O.S. Club last 
weekend were The John Priest 
Band and Boycut, and there 
was a Hard- Progressive leaning 
to the unique and interesting 
rock that each group perform- 
ed. The John Priest Band 
(John Priest-Vocals, Guitar; 
Neil Turpin-Guitar, Vocals; 
Rejèan Asselin-Drums; 
"A"-Bass, Vocals) opened for 
both evenings. These were two 
of their first public ap- 
pearances and it sometimes 
showed in the occassional 
disorganization between tunes 
that detracted from their 
otherwise strong original 
music. Their compositions 
havbe been influenced by a 
number of idioms, ranging 
from punk to jazz, and their 
sound is very difficult to 
describe (as it usually the case 
when music has a tendency 
towards the experimental). 
Priest docs not just sing, he is 
constantly using his voice to 
gain new effects on the au- 
dience. Asselin's percussion 
work was challenging and, 
along with "A", he laid down a 
solid rhythmic and harmonic 
foundation for the concise 
melodies of Turpin's guitar and 
Priest's voice. If the John 
Priest Band could give the en- 
dings to some of their pieces a 
better resolution they wouls 
have a truly formidable set of 
originals. Look for their first 
single this Spring! 

Boycut (Louis Poliquin- 
Vocals, Bass; Nick Maranda- 
Guitar, Vocals; "Sen"-Drums, 
Vocals) presented the S.O.S. 
Club's clientele with refined 
and technically impressive 
originals that were exciting and 
melodic. Maranda's guitar 
work was often stunning, incor- 
porating harmonics, techni- 
que, and effects with masterful 
tast. Boycut has successfully 
overcome the lack of keyboards 
or rhythm guitar by taking 
chances, exploiting the 
possibilities of their in- 
struments, and exploring new 
approaches to composition. 
The only criticism I have of the

groups is subjective. Sometimes 
I felt that Boycut sacrificed the 
content of their pieces for 
technical flash, something that 
I would accuse many fusion 
groups of doing as well. If you 
don;t feel this way about jazz- 
rock, you most likely won't feel 
the same as I do about this 
aspect of Boycut's music. The 
group will be performing at 
Club Soda on Wednesday, 
February 20, so if you missed 
them last weekend you'll have a 
chance to see them soon. 

This Friday and Saturday, 
February 15 and 16, the S.O.S. 
Club will present BAB, a 
quintet formed in the summer 
of 1984 that is also said to be 
"experimental" in nature. The 
other band playing this 
weekend has not yet been 
determined. Next week, on 
February 22 and 23, will be 
Missing in Action (who open- 
ed for the Spoons when that 
group played at the Spectrum 
in December) and Degrees of 
Freedom (a guitarless quartet 
that has performed at the Mon- 
tréal Press Club). All the bands- 
that have played at the S.O.S. 
Club have been worth seeing, 
and I'm sure that three groups 
mentioned above will be no ex- 
ception. The club is located at 
1240 Drummond (downstairs) 
and admission is only $2. 

At the beginning of this arti- 
cle another important club was 
mentioned, Bar Le Bruit 
Court. Its owner, Patrick Dar- 
by, has been the only person to 
bring really significant inv 
provisational musicians to 
Montréal on any kind of 
regular basis, in the fall it was 
John Zom (Violent Femmmes 
fans will recognize him as one 
of the reed players on the 
album Hallowed Ground) and 
Ned Rothenberg, two ex- 
perimental saxophonists based 
in New York. This weekend it's 
the trio of Peter BrStzman, 
Peter Kowald (two of the major 
forces in the German Free Jazz 
movement), and Andrew 
Cyrille, (the drummer of The 
Cecil Taylor Unit from 
1965 1974; Taylor is one of the 
most significant musicians in 
Avant-Garde jazz today). 
These three world famous 
musicians will be perfoming at 
Bibliothèque Nationale (Salle 
St. Suplice, 1500 St. Denis) 
tonight, February 14, starting 
at 20:45, and tomorrow, 
February 15, at Bar Le Bruit 
Court (4295 St. Denis), starting 
at 21:30. Tickets are $6 and 
can be purchased at either 
L'Exchange (3694 St. Denis) or 
Bar Le Bruit Court. Seating is

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A film of Bombay's ugly beautif ication

Bombay is a city of staggering 
contrasts. Located in the western 
state of Maharastra on the 
beautiful coastline of the Ara- 
bian Sea it is one of India's most 
spectacular cities. However, its 
population of 8 million includes 
about 4 million poor, who are in 
fact the workforce of Bombay. 
Among them are the landless 
labourers who built the lux- 
'urious residential and office 
buildings in areas such as 
Malabar Hill and Cuffe Parade 
where apartment prices are 
about the same as 5th Ave. in 
NYC.^Already living a hand to 
mouth and day to day existence, 
about 500.000 of these slum 
dwellers are not recognized by 



the city authorities as residents of 
Bombay and are facing eviction 
from their huts. 

Anand Patwardhan's new film 
Bombay: Our city is a moving 
portrayal of the contradictions 
and contrasts that shape the at- 
titudes of all the groups involved 
in the controversy. The film has 
been invited to the Berlin film 
festival and will be shown at 
19h00 today at Frank Dawson 
Adams Auditorium. Anand will 
be present at the show. His 
previous films include Prisoners 
of Conscience which won the 
British Tyne award and A Time 
to Rise which won the Tyne 
award as well as the Silver Dove, 
Leipzig. 

Beau tif ication Campaign 



Bombay, like many other 
Third World cities, it trying to 
clean up its image and this 
means getting rid of the sidewalk 
huts and shanties where many of 
the poor live. Demolition of the 
so-called hutments is now a com- 
mon occurenece. The slums are 
not even shown on TV and the 
issue is not disucsses on radio. 
Both radio and TV are controll- 
ed by the centre (the Congress I 
Party). The major newspapers 
editorially emphasize the need to 
"clean up" the city and prevent 
further migration from the 
villages. But do the city 
authorities really believe they 
can get rid of 500,000 people 
simply by tearing down their 
huts? "No", says Patwardhan, 
"the demolitions are supposed to 
have a deterrent effect. Some of 




the huts arc torn down 5-10 
times a year only to be rebuilt on 
the same spot. The idea is to 
make life as miserable as possible 
for these people to discourage 
more rural poor from coming to 
the city. 

There are many groups lobby- 
ing for entry permits to restrict 
entrance to the city. Tata, one of 
India's most respected in- 
dustrialists has even proposed 
something like a visa to get into 
Bombay. 

Reaction to the Filming 

Patwardhan recalls that "the 
first day we began shooting in a 
slum which had just been 
demolished, an angry slum 
dweller accused us of 
photographing the poor merely 
to become famous. This accusa-, 
tion has stayed with us 
throughout the two and a half 
years it took to make the film 
and will stay with me until such 
'time as I witness the use of the 
film as a direct tool in the hands 
of those who are fighting for 
their basic rights." 

The slum dwellers had many 
theories about why they were be- 
ing filmed. Some thought the 
film-makers were missionaries 
trying to convert them. One 
woman thought they were com-
